"What is the great question, agitat-

Ism? It is authority. Among us there 
is a great deal of confusion, which I 
m not soing to try to clear up, and 
ihls confusion comes from thought as 
to what we mean by the authority of 
the Christian teacher. 


When I was 
a 
callow 
Scotch 


>reacher. many years ago, 1 attended 
an ordination of a young minister. The 
first preacher, he who 
delivered 
the 


charge, disclaimed any authority. 
The 


man to follow him said that he repre- 
sented authority, that lie had author- 
ty. My breath was taken away right 
:here. The more I thought of it, the 
more I was convinced that I 
would 


rather be a bootblack with some au- 
hority, during the remainder of 
my 


life, lhan to be a minister of the gospel 
ivlthoiit any authority. 
s 


"While I believe that the human soul 


ivill never reach its full growth while 
there is a human-made shackle about 
t, I believe there must be authority. 
This land of ours is free, but It la a 
land of authority. This matter of a. 
free land possessing authority is one 
of the mightiest problems of the age. 
The problem Is how to have both, how 
"o huvc perfection of authority 
and 


he completeness of freedom. 


"How far Is the Individual to do as 


he likes, to think as he likes, to speak 
as lie likes? There are different kinds 
of authority. The first is the authority 
of the community which Is called gov- 
ernment. 
The people who say that 


they will never live under 
authority 


anywhere will find prison bars staring 
it them. All over this world authority 
B essential to life. 


"The second kind is the informally 


>rganized authority of the social sys- 
.cm. It 1s not mil upon any statute It 
Is not enforced by the police, yet it 
runs through ali the forms of life. The 
tact is that the whole social system of 
the universe is permeated by centres 
of organization, each one a scat of au- 
•horlty, and nobody will dispute It. 


'The man who claims freedom claims 


somethiiiR divine, and the man 
who 


denies authority denies something di- 
vine. Long before 
people 
discussed 


the freedom of the Christian church 
they were in 
the Christian 
church. 


-And what brought them there but au- 
liority? 


"The freedom of your soul 
is 
the 


srant of God. The great qualification 
of every minister is to make the mass 
of his people feel his authority and at

EUGENE 
V. DEBS HELPING 
MR. TAFT. 


The address of Eugene V. Debs, tho socialist cnndidate for the presi- 


dency, delivered on the common Monday, was not quite so inflammatory 
as was anticipated. True, Mi-. Debs labored to impress upon the working- 
men that they are in a state of serfdom; that tho other two great political 
parties exist only to aid the capitalists, and the monopolists who rob the 
workingmen, and that neither parly has ever done a single thing for the 
working class. Furthermore, he asserted that they never would do anything 
for the working class and that Ihe latter would have io emanicpate them- 
selves by voting for the socialist party. 


After telling them that they were slaves, he told his hearers that they 


have the power in their own hands if they only use it, and so they have. 
That being so, they are in every sense free men and not slaves. Every man 
\ested with the right of citizenship in this republic has equal rights before 
the law with every of her.'} The man whom Jlr. Debs asserts is a slave be- 
cause be has to work for somebody else has a vote for the rulers of the 
state and nation, and the president of the United Stales has no more. 


The laboring manj therefore, call him slave or what you will, exercises 


an equal share of the sovereignty of the people with the highest dignitary 
jn the land. Where then is the slavery 7 It all consists in workiiv for an- 
other rather than yourself, according to the socialist theory. 


What is the socialist remedy for (his state1 of affairs? 
e 


As Mr. Debs laid it down it was as follows:— 


"If this platform offered by the socialists gets into power the 


mills you work in and the different 
sources of wealth will 
be 


transferred to you. Instead of being a slave you will rise to the 
plane of masters. You will not only be the ruling class, but you 
will lie the only class." 


-That.is .certainly a very catchy platform; for every man who believes 


it to be practicable or even possible will be prompted from selfish motives 
to favor this idea of holding property in common. It is particularly attrac- 
tive to those who never had any property of their own and who if given 


their quota of (he-national wealth tomorrow would soon gravitate back to 
their old station in which they had nothing and could keep, nothing. 


In times of panic it is easy to inflame the minds of ignorant people by 


telling them they are slaves, "worse than the sjaves of the south before the 


civil war," as a speaker who followed Jfiv-Debs argued 
at -considerable 


length. 


Mr. Debs himself told his hearers that the working class is but 
as 


merchandise in the hands o£ the capitalists, and the sentiment was received 
•\vith expressions of approval. 


It is a common practice of socialist orators to tell the toilers that they 


are treated like so many cattle by the capitalists, all of which is erroneous, 
and is dangerous doctrine to spread broadcast throughout this country.

Bpetcli to Thi; Associated Press, giving 
an authoritative explanation ot 
the 


Bulgarian situation which is now ab- 
sorbing 
the 
attention 
of 
Eu- 


rope and the world at large. The de- 
spatch to The Associated Press, giving 
questing M. Poi>rikof£ to send an offi- 
cial statement of the 
facts. 
His 
an- 


swer, dated today at the ancient cap- 
ital of Bulgaria, Is as follows: 


•'Tlrnovo, Bulgaria, Oct. 6. 


"Pursuant to the treaty 
of 
Berlin, 


Bulgaria has het-ti a principality, trib- 
utary to Turkey. 
Many years ago 


Bulgaria acquired the right to have 
diplomatic representatives accredited to 
all the srcat powers. She, maintained 
such a representative at Constantino- 
ple. Until 
recently 
the 
diplomatic 


representatives or' Bulgaria to Turkey 
was invited, Avith the other members 
of the diplomatic corps In Constanti- 
nople, to ail official ceremonies, recep- 
tions and dinners. 
On the 12th of last 


September, the occasion being the an- 
niversary of 
the 
sultan's 
birthday, 


the Turkish minister of 
foreign 
af- 


fairs save a dinner to the diplomatic 
corps, to which the diplomatic repre- 
sentative .of. Bulgaria was not Invited 
Steps were at once taken to secure an 
explanation of this neglect. The. Ot- 
toman government 
replied 
that 
the 


Bulgarian 
representative. 
had 
no 


right to exuect an invitation to this 
diplomatic dinner, as Bulgaria \vas a 
vassal state of Turkey. 


"There then followed 
a 
diplomatic 


conflict between Bulgaria and Turkey. 
Bulgaria considered that Turkey 
was 


not respecting the rights acquired by 
her. and 'she desired to defend 
these 


rights. This was the first incident. 


"The 
Oriental 
Railroad 
company 


operates :!00 kilimietivs (1S8 miles) of 
line in Bulgarian territory. The same 
company operates also about 1000 (S21 
mites) of line in Turkish territory. A 
recent strike on the property 
of 
the 


Oriental railroad company in 
Turkey 


spread at the same time to Bulgarian 
territory. 
The 
strike 
was 
decided 


upon and directed 
from 
outside 
of 


Bulgaria. Following an 
understand- 


ing with tbo'representative of the Ori- 
ental railroad company, the Bulgarian 
government took over temporarily the 
running of tile road. 
The strike, how- 


ever, spread until the national security 
of Bulgaria was threatened 
and 
the 


people became discontented with the 
state of affairs.' 


"It then became the 
duty 
of 
the 


Bulgarian 
government 
to 
continue 


running the road and we asked 
the

EUGENE 
V. DEBS HELPING MR. TAFT. 


The address of Eugene V. Debs, the socialist candidate for the presi- 


• dency, delivered on the common Monday, was not quite so inflammatory 
' as was anticipated. True, Mr. Debs labored to impress upon the working- 
men that they are in a.state of serfdom; that the other two great politica 
parties exist only to aid the capitalists, and the monopolists who rob -the 
workingwen, and that neither party has ever done a single thing for the 
working class. Furthermore, he asserted that they never would do anything 


^ for the working class and Ibat the latter would have to emanicpate them- 


selves by voting for the socialist party. 


After telling them that they were slaves, he told his hearers that they 


have the power in their own hands if they only use it, and so they have. 
That being so, they are in every sense free men and not slaves. Every man 
vested with the right of citizenship in this republic has equal rights before 
the law with every other. The man whom Mr. Debs asserts is a slave be- 
cause he has to work for somebody else has a vote for the rulers of the 
state and nation, and the president of the United/States has no more. 


The laboring man, therefore, call him slave or what you will| exercises 


an equal share of the sovereignty of ihe people with the highest dignitary 
in the land. Where then is the slavery? It all consists in workin* for an- 
other rather than yourself, according to ihe socialist theory. 


What is the socialist remedy for this state of affairs? 
* 


As Mr. Debs laid it down it was as follows:— 


"If this platform offered by the socialists gets Into power the 


mills you -work in and the different sources of wealth will be 
transferred to you. Instead of being a slave you will rise to the 
Plane of masters. You will not only be the ruling class, but you 
•will bo the only class." 


That is certainly a very catchy platform; for every nan who believes 


it to be practicable or even possible will be prompted from selfish motives 
to favor tins idea of holding property in common. It is particularly attrac- 
tive to those who never had any property of their own and who if given 
their quota of the national wealth tomorrow would soon gravitate back to 
their old station in which they had nothing and could keep nothing. 


In times of panic it is easy to inflame the minds of ignorant°peoPle by 


telling them they are slaves, "worse than the slaves of the south before the 
civil war," as a speaker *ho followed Mr. Debs argued 
at considerable 


length. 


Mr. Debs himself told his hearers that the working class is but 
as 


merchandise in the hands of the capitalists, and the sentiment was received 
with expressions of approval. 


It is B common practice of socialist orators to tell the toilers that they 


are treated like so mnny cattle by the capitalists, all of which is erroneous 
and >s dangerous doctrine to spread broadcast throughout this country. 


No wonder that a member of the party was heard to say, "we are like 


the horses crowded out by automobiles. 
They are making new machines 


to do our -work." 


It is a deplorable thing to have men believe that because they have to 


work.they are enslaved, and lhat their employers rob them of the fruits of 


. their industry which socialism would have held in common. 


The socialists are wrong in sayhg that the democratic party is as bad 


as the republican, and that neither has ever done anything for the work- 
ing class. The democratic party has always favored every labor reform ad- 
vocated by the leading labor organizations of the country. 


Were it otherwise, would President Gompers and John Mitchell be out 


advocating the election of .William Jennings Bryan, the 
democratic 


candidate? 


Gompers, Mitchell nnd other astute leaders who have gone below the 


gaudy surface of socialism, sec its dangers and its impracticable delusion* 
and consequently oppose the system root and branch. 


But how does Mr. Debs meet the necessarily large expense of t raw-line 


around the country in a special train? 
Who pays for his princely tour'? 


Is it the socialists or the leaders of the republican party? There are peo- 
ple in this city who believe that it is a rop,blican scheme, and a desperate 
one, if so, to have Mr. Debs go through tho ,,,nntry to 0(iset the influence of 
Gompers and other labor leaders in favor of the democratic ticket 
It is 


weJ known that most of those who will vote the socialist ticket have been 
voting the democratic ticket for years. Debs' campaign is to draw men 
from the democratic party, so as to dcfent Bryan nnd en,nrc tho election of 
Tart. Would that emancipate iho laboring people? Certainly not. and yet 
that is the only result that can follow « .stampede from the "democratic to 
the socialist party.

rope and the. world at large. The de- 
spatch to The Associated Press, giving 
questing M. Popriltoff to send an olli- 
cial statement of the 
facts. His 
an- 


swer, dated today at th» ancient cap- 
ital of Bulgaria. Is as follows: 


"Tlrnovo, Bulgaria. Oct. 6. 


"Pursuant to the .treaty of 
Berlin, 


Bulgaria has been a principality, trib- 
utary to Turkey. 
Many years ago 


Bulgaria acquired- the right to have 
diplomatic representatives accredited to 
all the great powers. She maintained 
such a representative at Constantino- 
ple. Until 
recently 
tho 
diplomatic^ 


representatives of Bulgaria to Turkey' 
was Invited, with tho other members 


- of. the diplomatic corps in Constanti- 


nople, to ail official ceremonies, recep- 
tions and dinners. 
On the 12th of last 


September, the occasion being the an- 
niversary .of 
the 
sultan's 
birthday, 


the Turkish minister of 
foreign 
af- 


fairs gave a dinner to the diplomatic 
corps, to which the diplomatic repre- 
sentative ot Bulgaria was not Invited 
Steps .wer.e at once taken to secure an 
explanation of this neglect. The Ot- 
toman.'government replied that 
the 


Bulgarian 
representative 
had 
no 


right to exnect an Invitation 
to this 


diplomatic dinner, as Bulgaria was a 
vassal state of Turkey. 


"There then followed a diplomatic 


conflict between Bulgaria and Turkey. 
Bulgaria considered that Turkey was 
not respecting the rights acquired 
b>- 


her, and Ehc desired to defend 
these 


rights. This was the first incident. 


"The 
Oriental Railroad 
company 


operates 300 kilometres (1S6 miles) ol 
line in Bulgarian territory. The same 
company operates also about 1000 (621 
miles) oE line in Turkish territory. A 
recent strike on the property 
of the 


Oriental railroad company in 
Turkey 


spread at the same time to Bulgarian 
territory. 
The 
strike 
v/as 
decided 


upon and directed 
from 
outside of 


Bulgaria. Following an 
understand- 


ing with tho representative of the Ori- 
ental railroad company, the Bulgarian 
government took over temporarily the 
running of tile road. The strike, how- 
ever, spread until the national security 
of Bulgaria was threatened 
and 
the 


people became discontented with the 
state of affairs. 


"It then became the 
duty 
of 
the 


Bulgarian 
government 
to 
continue 


.running the road and we asked 
the 


company to sell us its rights in Bul- 
garia, in accordance with an 
under- 


j 
standing reached between the govern- 
ment and the company ten years ago. 
Turkey, then pretended that the line 
was her property and in a note the 
Turkish government demanded 
that 


the line be returned to the company. 
The . Bulgarian ' 
government 
replied 


that: it :would treat 
only 
with 
the 


company. This was the second con- 
flict. 


"This situation 
Imposed 
upon 
the 


Bulgarian government the necessity of 
fixing definitely the relations between 
the principality and Turkey.

Neither 
can I imagine some branches of the 
Methodist church doing It. 


"What is the great question agitat- 


ng to the roots the Roman 
Catholic 


church and which is called niodern- 
sm? It is authority. Among us there 
is a great deal of confusion, whie'h 3 
am not going to try to clear up, and 
his confusion comes from thought as 
10 what we mean hy the authority of 
the Christian teacher. 


"When I was a callow 
Scotch 


preacher, many years ago, I attended 


n ordination of a young minister. The 


first preacher, he who delivered 
tho 


charge, disclaimed any authority. 
The 


man to follow him said that he repre- 
sented authority, that he had author- 
ity.- Sly breath was taken away right 
there. The more I thought of if. the 
more I was convinced that I 
would 


rather be a bootblack with some au- 
thority, during the remainder of 
my 


life, than to be a minister of the gospel 
without any authority. 


"While I believe that' the human sou! 


will never reach its full growth while 
there Id a human-made shackle about 
it, I believe there must be authority 
This lamJ of ours Is free, but it !» a 
land of authority. This matter of 
free land possessing authority is one 
of the mightiest problems of the age 
The problem Is how to have both., how 
to have perfection 
of authority 
and 


the completeness of freedom. 


"How far is the individual to do as 


he likes, to think as he likea. to speak 
as he likes? There are different kinds 
of authority. The first Is the authority 
of the community which is called gov 
crnment. 
The people who say "tha 


they will never live under 
aulhoritj 


anywhere will find prison bars staring 
at them. All over this world author!; 
Is essential to life. 


"The second kind is tho informal! 


organized authority of the social sys 
tern. It is not put upon nny statute, i 
is not enforced by the police, yet 
runs through all the forms of life. Tru 
fact is that the whole social system o 
the universe is permeated by centre, 
of organization, each one .1 scat of au 
thority. and nobody will dispute it.

The address of Eugene V. Debs, the socialist candidate for the presi- 


' dency, delivered on ihe common Monday, was not quite so inflammatory 
' as was anticipated. True, Mr. Debs labored to impress upon the working- 


M«a that they are in a state of serfdom; that the other two great political 
parties oust only to aid the capitalists, and the monopolists who rob the 


• workingmen, and that neither party has ever done a single thing for the 


working class. Furthermore, he asserted that they never would do anything 
for the working class and that the latter would have to emanicpate them- 
selves by voting for the socialist party. 


After felling them that they were slaves, he told his hearers that they 


have the power in their own hands if they only use it, and so they have. 
That being so, they are in every sense free men and not slaves. Every man 
vested with the right of citizenship in this republic has equal rights before 
the law with every other. The man whom Mr. Debs asserts is a slave he- 
cause he has to work for somebody else has a vote for the rulers of the 
state and nation, and ihe president of the United States has no more. 


The laboring man, therefore, call him slave or what you will, exercises 


an equal share of the sovereignty of Ihe people with the highest dignitary 
m the land. Where then is the slavery? It all consists in working for an- 
other rather than yourself, according to the socialist theory.

Bulgaria has bedn a principality, trib- 
utary to Turkey. 
Many years ago 


Bulgaria acquired the right to have 
diplomatic representatives accredited to 
all the great powers. 
She maintained 


such a representative at Constantino- 
ple. 
Until 
recently 
the 
diplomatic 


representatives.ot Bulgaria to Turkey 
was invited, with the other members 
of the diplomatic corps In Constanti- 
nople, to ail official ceremonies, recep- 
tions and dinners. 
On tho 12th of last 


September, the occasion being the an- 
niversary ot 
the 
sultan's 
birthday, 


tho Turkish minister of 
foreign 
af- 


fairs gave a dinner to the diplomatic 
corps, to which the diplomatic repre- 
sentative off Bulgaria was not invited 
Steps were at once taken to secure an 
explanation of this neglect. The Ot- 
toman government 
replied 
that 
tho 


Bulgarian 
• representative 
had 
no 


right to expect an invitation to 
this 


diplomatic dinner, as Bulgaria was a 
vassal state of Turkey. 


"There then followed 
a 
diplomatic 


conflict between Bulgaria and Turkey, 
Bulgaria considered that Turkey 
was 


not respecting the rights acquired by 
her, and she desired to defend 
these 


rights. This wns the first incident. 


"The 
Oriental 
Hailroad

operates 300 kilometres (186 miles) of 
line, in Bulgarian territory.

life, than to be a minister of the gospel 
without nny authority. 


"While I believe that the human Foul 


will never reach its full growth while 
there is a human-made shackic about 
it, I believe there must be authority. 
This land of ours is free, but It la a 
land of authority. 
This matter of a 


free land possessing authority is one 
of the mightiest problems of tho age. 
The problem is how to havr- both, how 
to have perfection of authority 
and 


the completeness of freedom. 


"How far is the individual to do as 


he iikes, to think as he likes, to speak 
as he likes? There are different kinds 
of authority. 
The first Is the authority 


of the community which is called gov- 
ernment. 
The people who say that 


they will never live under 
authority 


anywhere will find prison bars staring 
at them. All over this world authority 
13 essential to life. 


"The second kind is the informally 


organized authority of the social sys- 
tem. It is not put upon any statute, it 
Is not enforced by the police, yet it 
runs through all the forms of life. The 
fact is that the whole social system 01 
the universe Is permeated by centres 
of organization, each one :i scat of au- 
thority, and nobody will dispute it.
